IV. 

The appearance of the Boulevard des Ita- 
liens, at nine o’clock in the evening, Benen to 
the observant spectator a series of pictures ake y 
both interesting and curious, The Soak) 
change which characterises the Parisian popula- 
tion, as well as that of all great towns, attracts to 
this promenade every evening during the fine 
weather a number of different classes well worthy 
of notice. Those who resort thither the most 
are, without contradiction, the eager witnesses of 
every novelty, dandies, fops, as you will style 
those who were formerly considered refined, well. 
dressed, distinguished, elegant, &e. ; besides 
players, paid annually, who place themselves in 
front of “ Tortoni,’ and the entrance to the 
Opera; in short, foreigners, fashionable women, 
wanderers, and idlers, ‘This incongruous assembly 
of individuals of birth, rank, and manners, so op- 
posed, who parade thus under brilliant rays of

eA ethie epoch the Journal de Paris, the most 
extensively circulated newspaper (with the excep- 
tion of the Gazette de France), first published in 
1777, boasted of some young, conscientious, and 
zealous writers, who yielded to charming illu- 
sions, and, like all débutants in a literary career, 
thoroughly convinced themselves that a newspaper 
was intended to convey the truth, and that those 
who contribute to it must be sincere. One sought 
the reason for a courier’s arrival in Paris ; another 
awaited the opportunity of correcting his essays ; 
a third neither sought nor expected anything; 
others were gossiping, relating divers facts, slan- 
dering, lying, exaggerating ; in short, passing the 
time as was most agreeable to their respective in- 
clinations, ; 

They made especially a thousand commentaries 
on the constantly renewed objects which, until the 
close of the evening, present themselves before 
one, resembling the varied figures of the kaleido- 
scope, which the child’s eye beholds with amaze- 
ment. Accordingly, see what a variety of aspects 
and groups, of delusions and countenances. At 
first, if you set out from the Rue de la Chaussée 
d’Antin, you meet few persons on foot; you can 
walk at your ease nearly a hundred yards, It is 
there that persons retire for serious conversation, 
who are not absorbed with the idea of having the 
cut of a coat admired, or the elegance of a cane, 
mounted with precious stones. A little farther, 
towards the Café de Paris, the crowd increases on 
each side of the pavement. Ona row of chairs 
are seated ladies, many of them decidedly respect- 
able, and men in full dress, smoking ostentatiously. 
This part is lighter than the most brilliantly-illu- 
minated drawing-room, and the whole concourse 
talk aloud and laugh without reserve, The people 
who walk there, and those’ who occupy the chairs 
on the pavement, are almost, without exception, 
the same persons who relieve each other from time 
totime. Suchand such a well-known young man, 
or such and such a woman, profusely apparelled, 
will spend their evening in front of the Café de 
Paris, and never go beyond Tortoni. Before the 
Café de Paris alone is the light sufficiently bright 
to see well and to be seen; it is, then, there that 
the beaux and the belles assemble with avidity, 
and you can with difficulty conceive the tumul- 
tuous converse that exists. 

This quarter of the Boulevard is much celebrated 
for ambulatory bards, little prodigies who make the 
violin strings tingle, and harpists in the open air, 
who quite shake your nerves, All these unfortunate 
creatures must subsist upon the succour which they 
pick up sou by sou, obtained inexorably from fre- 
quenters of the parade. ‘The music is as miserable as 
the reward which it achieves, At the Caté de Paris 
you begin to see the lovers of ices ; waiters, with 
their hair curled and white napkin under their arm, 
look at the passers-by and send away the mendi- 
cants who venture to intrude. The café-waiter is 
the born enemy of the beggar, whose perquisites 
seem to him so many thetts to his prejudice, A 
few steps more and then you arrive at Tortoni’s : 
there you meet a still denser crowd ; you can only 
advance slowly. The newsvender stationed at the 
corner of the Rue Tait-bout cries his merchandise 
in your ears, and all around you there is an ane 
sant murmuring, analogous to that which ascen 
to the vaults of the Exchange about three Bee i 
in the afternoon. In a word, you are there i the 
midst of speculators in houses, railroads, &c. ; you 
are surrounded by gamblers; near you there are 
hearts overflowing with joy, others plunged ue 
agony and distress; fortune cannot be propitious 
to all, and the news of the evening journal favour- 
able to some must necessarily be fatal to others. 

pen carriages line the pavement ; they await 
males who are charming, or at least consider 
themselves ag such—fashionable actresses whom 
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people have agreed to name “stars” in the Courier 
de Paris and in the playbills. Permit youself to 
be carried a little farther by the crowd, you quit 
the gambling, you arrive at a less frequented 
pavement; here you can walk and breathe freely, 
but you are not long at your ease: you fall from 
Scilla to Charybdis, At last you find yourself 
before the entrance to the Opera: the concourse is 
1s more yaried—nay, a complete medley. Here 
are street-singers, and there the stranger just 
arrived, surprised at so much bustle; hard by is 
the young profligate whom usurers value, and 
whom sheriff’s officers seek ; he passes by rapidly 
in order to partake of a late banquet: the honest 
countrymen, who has promised his wife and 
daughters ices for a week past, returns quite 
gratified with the innocent pleasure he has given 
them. The promenade continues thus until eleven 
o'clock, when the gas begins to be extinguished 
and the shops to be shut. ‘The space a few minutes 
previously so full is now empty; the crowd has 
vanished; there is no longer to be heard a single 
echo of all those voices of the beggars who have 
sung or shrieked falsely all the evening; no longer 
a single vilat atncas of the ruined gambler who, 
perhaps, at this momentis loading the fatal pistol, — 
no longer a burst of laughter from those old nobles 
who talk noisily on the arm of some youth of 
eighteen, The solitude of the Boulevard des 
Italiens at midnight is always replete with sadness 
similar to the aspect of a ball-room when break of 
day has caused the last dancers to forsake it, One 
Saturday, towards eleven o’clock, some friends 
were seated before the Café de Paris, near the 
newsvender’s lantern, with their backs to the foot- 
path, when Charles B——-, one of the party, ex- 
claimed suddenly— 


‘Ah! it is he—it is himself!’ (rising from his 
chair. ) 

They could scarcely restrain him, and a thousand 
questions intersected each other in a moment. 

““Who?—he? Whatis it? Where is he 

“Ah, my friends, a gambler!—a strange man, 
indeed !” 

And he pointed out to them an individual 
meanly clad—one of those types of which Grand- 
ville and Mounier have given so many curious 
specimens, 

They had plenty of time to contemplate the 
extraordinary personage, as he walked slowly, 
with his hands in his pocket and his head down, 
He reminded them of those learned men absorhed 
in thought over some impossible problem in 
transcendent metaphysics, 

They did not know why; but, in the midst of 
manifesting a curiosity approaching to vulgarity, 
excited by the sight of this man in their group, 
they felt their hearts grow sad. It appeared to 
them that there was in it no comedy—no object 
for raillery—(ah! no)—but a most fearful drama, 
a subject for serious and melancholy reflection ;

ANNETTE MEYERS. 

Tux respite of this woman—which, of course, will 
terminate in a commutation of her punishment— 
evidences two things. First, that the stress which 
hitherto has been laid on the necessity of capital 
punishment is growing weaker ; and, secondly, 
that the tone of public morality is improving in 
one most important respect—the treatment of 
women. 

The case of Annette Meyers establishes for ever 
the law that, under no circumstances of imprudence 
on her part shall any woman be considered as for- 
feiting her right to that respect which is due to 
the sex for its own sake, This has not been, we 
regret to say, the temper of society hitherto. 
Extending to one sex an amount of indulgence 
almost unbounded, it has visited the shortcomings 
of the other with a severity which was ferocious, 
and at the same time a satire upon itself. It 
would be difficult to sum up the mischievous 
results of such ‘uneven-handed justice.” The 
outcast of society has, by the sentence which 
banished her, been marked out for the licensed 
butt of every species of inhuman insult 
and villany, till, goaded by misery and wrong, 
she has defied, as might have been expected, 
every law except those of self-protection, self- 
indulgence, and revenge —which she has gra- 
tified at any cost. Looking at these facts, and 
deploring that wide-spread vice which eats its 
corrupting way into the very heart of society, the 
truth cannot be too deeply pondered, that the in- 
justice of mankind is certain to work out the bane 
of mankind. Professing Christian notions of life, 
the world has seemed to forget that charity is the 
first of Christian graces; and that it has no con- 
nection with those condescending alms or sneer- 
ing lamentations cast to the poverty or misery of 
human nature, which in general constitute the 
sole claim of the “humane and beneyolent” to 
that title. 

As the world grows older, however, it is to be 
hoped that it grows wiser. The decision of Go- 
vernment not to put the sentence of death into 
execution against Meyers, but principally the 
loud and universal demand for that decision, 
which has done so much honour to the people of 
this country, furnish evidence that our hope is 
not & yain one; that the time draws near, that 


even now we are entering upon it, when the 
weaker and the better portion of mankind will 
not be damned by the ferocity of virtue to be 
trampled under foot as things loathsome and vile 
for transgressions no matter how sinful.

CAPTURE OF A PIRATICAL FELUCCA OFF 
. THE WEST COAST OF AFRICA, 

We extract from a private letter the following 
account of the attack and capture of a PiRATICAL 
retvoca by the boats of her Majesty's sloop Pui- 
LomeL, off the Gallinas, on the west coast of 
Africa :— 

“On the 13th of January, about three in the 
afternoon, her Majesty's sloop Philomel, being at 
anchor off the Gallinas, observed a felucca to the 
westward, The anchor was immediately weighed 
and all sail made in pursuit. Wer Majesty's 
brigantine Dart was seen six miles to the north- 
west also in chase, At sunset, the wind having 
died away, the first gig, in charge of Mr. Byford, 
the master, was despatched to board the vessel, 
which was soon after lost sight of, 

‘At daylight the following morning the gig and 
three boats of the Dart were scen closing on the 
felucea, they taking advantage of the land breeze, 
About seven o'clock she commenced firing on the 
boats, striking the gig in several places, severely 
wounding one of the men, and obliging the boat, 
from her leaky condition, to return on board, 

“About ten a.m., the breeze falling light, the 
pinnace was hoisted out and despatched in charge 
of Lieutenant Wharton, accompanied by Licu- 
tenants Boughey and Crowder, Mr, Domvyille, 
surgeon, fourteen seamen, and three marines, 
After a hard pull of four hours, having in the

DIAMONDS oF THE Crown.—These valuables, of 
which, it is observed, royalty had merely the use, 
belong to the state. The silver plate found in the 
Tuileries and in the other royal residences also belongs 
to it. It has a right, it is further stated, to dispose 
of it, and the charges which the fallen dynasty imposed 
on the future prospects of the Republic are to give 
this political measure the character of an expiation. 

The Minister of Denmark and the Ambassador of 
Sardinia had been charged to assure, on the part of 
their respective Governments, the most friendly dis- 
ponnes to recognise the Republic. The Minister for 
“oreign Affairs bad received a communication from 
the Government of Friburg in which France is warmly 
congratulated on her revolution, and a hope is ex- 

ressed that henceforth France and Switzerland will 

end each other mutual assistance in defending and 
extending liberty, 

There had been a deputation of the English residents 
at Paris to present an address of thanks and congra- 
tulation to the Provisional Government,

A MEETING oF SyYMPATHISERS WITH

formed at Leeds, Bradford, Halifax, and other towns, 
and proceeded to the place of meeting in an orderly 
manner. At twelve o’clock, when the chair was 
taken, there is said to have been ten thousand persons 
present. The meeting was addressed by Messrs. 
White, Kidd, Shaw, and others at considerable 
length. The Republican flag was exhibited, and the 
late French revolution pointed to as a worthy ex- 
ample for other nations, The harangues were abu- 
sive of the present Government and of all class legis- 
lation, condemnatory of the political connection o 
church and state, and of the existing state of the 
franchise, Several resolutions were adopted, to the 
effect that the meeting pledged themselves not to 
cease to agitate until the people’s charter shall have 
become the lawofthe land. The proceeding was con- 
ducted with order and propriety. 


ToraL DESTRUCTION OF THE VIADUCT 
over THE River Nipp at KNARESROROUGH.—On 
Saturday last, about half-past eleven, the entire via- 
duct, which was nigh being completed, fell in with a 
tremendous crash. It consisted of four arches (the 
centres of which had not been removed), each fifty 
fect span andeighty feethigh. The cause of so great 
a catastrophe remains a mystery yet to be explained, 
but it is thought it has arisen in a great measure 
through the heavy rains which have prevailed for the 
last two months, Fortunately no lives were lost, It 
was intended for the use of the Leeds and Thirsk, 
York and North Midland, and Kast and West York- 
shire Junction Railways. 


Tne Borner Expiosion at Brive Pits, 
NEAR RocupaLe.—Last week the coroner and jury 
ugain assembled at the Blue Pits Inn, near Rochdale, 
respecting the deaths of four young men, who were 
killed by the explosion of a steam-boiler, the particu- 
lars of which have been published, Mr. Nasmyth 
gave his opinion that the boiler -had had too much 
pressure. It appeared by other evidence that when 
the explosion took place the gange was at fourteen 
inches ; it had usually been worked at eighteen inches 
pressure. The engineer at the Lowmoor Company, 
near Bradford, where the engine was made, said that 
the engine when made was not intended to work at 
more than six inches pressure. In 1843 the boiler 
was repaired, and two stays putin it, and of late it 
had been worked at eighteen inches pressure, and 
previous to the stays being placed it had been worked 
at twelve inches pressure. There was no evidence to 
show that the managers at the mill were at all impli-

DREADFUL SuiciDE BY A GENTLEMAN OF 
Fortune iN Carpican. —Very recently the inha- 
bitants of the town of Cardigan were thrown into 
a state of considerable excitement in consequence of 
the suicide of Morris Morris, Esq., who it was found 
had cut his throat ina most frightful and determined 
manner. It appears that the unfortunate gentleman, 
who was of a somewhat eccentric disposition, had been 
for two or three days previously in a very unusual and 
excited state, but from what cause produced has not 
transpired, and on the day of committing the dreadful 
act he had not left his bedroom, Attention was first 
attracted by the inmates of the room below his bed- 
room finding some drops of blood falling from the 
ceiling ; and, on the alarm being raised, Mr. Thomas, 
of the Red Lion Inn, instantly proceeded to the bed- 
room, on entering which he found the unfortunate 
gentleman lying on the floor of the room with his head 
nearly severed Tae his body. Medical assistance was 
immediately procured, and Mr, Noot, surgeon, 
promptly attended, but the deceased was beyond the 
reach of human assistance, he having entirely divided 
all the principal arteries and cut his throat completely 
tothe bone. On lifting him from the ground, his head 
fell back as if completely severed from the body. It 
appears the deceased committed the act with a pen- 
knife, which was found under him when he was raised 
from the ground. Last week an inquest was held on 
the body, which fully established that the unfortunate 
rentleman was of unsound mind. The jury returned 
a verdict that ‘¢ The deceased committed suicide whilst 
in a state of temporary insanity.” He was in his 45th 
year.

Menemet Aut at Mauta.—The intelli- 
gence from Malta is more than usually interesting, as 
conveying an, account of the reception of Mehemet 
Aliin the palace of the Grand Mastersof Malta, the 
inveterate enemies of the Soldans of Egypt for cen- 
turies. His Highness arrived at Malta on the 19th 
of February, and having consumed his quarantine in 
the lazaret, landed on the 29th under all the honours 
ofa Sovereign, and was received by Governor More 
O’Ferrall in a style of great splendour and hospitality. 
The magnanimity of Mehemet Ali, in allowing our 
countrymen to remain unmolested in his possessions 
and in permitting the free passage of our mails an 

passengers to and from India, a few years ago, when 
we were treating him with hostility, and blockading 
Alexandria, commanded the admiration of all Eu- 
rope; and for this act alone he merits the highest re- 
gard, Heremained with his hospitable host only two 
days, having re-embarked on the 2nd of March, and 
left Malta early on the 8rd for Naples, in the French 
steamer Alexandre, which had been put at his entire 
disposal from the moment of leaving his own do- 
minions. The Pasha was suffering from dysentery, 
and was in so low a state as to be necessarily carried 
in a sedan-chair to and from the palace, through 
streets lined with troops, and amidst the firing of can- 
non—a singular contrast of human pomp and human 
suffering—which none but a Turk perhaps could have 
endured, It is arranged that he shall meet Ibrahim 
Pasha in Naples. 


Tue Frencn Empassy.— His Excellency 
the Count de Jarnac is at length relieved from his 
duties as French Minister at this Court. On Friday 
last M. Cottu, whose name will be familiar to many of 
our readers as one of the attachés to the former 
embassy, arrived at Hertford-house from Paris, 
charged with instructions from the Provisional Govern- 
ment to receive from the Count de Jarnac the archives 
and seals of the embassy. His excellency, having 
delivered over the seals, took his final departure from 
Hertford-house, and is now residing (where, indeed, 
he has been staying during the past fortnight) at the 
house of his noble brother-in-law, Lord Foley, in 
Grosvenor-square. We believe we. are correct in 
stating that M. Cottu is not accredited as Minister at 
this Court, although charged for the present with 
the superintendence of the affairs of the embassy. 
M. Cottu, when attached to the embassy under the 
late highly-respected ambassador, the Count de St. 
Aulaire, was one of the unpaid officers. He left 
England some time since to undertake the duties of 
secretary to the French Embassy at Brussels, an 
office to which, however, he had not been appointed 
up to the date of the late revolution. The Count de 
Bearn and M. de Rabaudy have resigned their posts 
in the embassy, The Count Louis de Noailles was 
also understood to have done so some days since;

In speak- 
ing of the immediate features of the scene a talented 
contemporary observes :— 


“The present view conveys a fine idea of the Austrian 
capital. ‘The city, from the crowded centre of which rises 
the magnificent cathedral with its lofty spire, occu pies buta 
portion of the canvas. The site, however, is well marked, 
and the numerous roofs huddled together suggest the narrow 
limits of the streets. Weare not allowed to look into the 
town which forms so insignificant a portion of Vienna. 
Nothing is, therefore, lost; for the dataila of a German city 
are easily imagined. Mr. Burford, knowing this, has wisely 
chosen so to exhibit it as to represent only its comparative 
importance and relative condition, ‘The suburbs, in fact, 
form the principal and most peculiar portion of Vienna; the 
extent and population, wealth and beauty, of which constitute 
the striking feature of the place, ‘lo depict these in all 
their grandeur has consequently been the artist’s aim, and 
fully has he realized his intention, In Austria the poverty of 
the people is not conspicuous. The riches of the nobles 
and the supremacy of the Government is, in that country, 
far more prominent than the squalor of the inhabitants. 
The suburbs, therefore, give the most accurate idea of 
the outward character of the nation, ‘he order, approach- 
ing to formality, of the general arrangement—the size 
of the buildings—the magnitude of the grounds attached 
to them—the sameness of the architecture, and the sense of 
quiet which prevails—indicate the strength, the conventional 
influence, and also the paternal care of the state. In no city 
is. such ample provision made for the enjoyment of the 
peorie: The places set aside for the recreation of the popu- 
ace form more than a proportional part of the entire view. 
We see this, and we admire; but, at the same time, we per- 
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ceive much that recon- 
ciles us to the rule under 
which we live. A sta- 
tionary aspect prevails 
over all. No indication 
of progress is discovered. 
The buildings wear the 
air of the last century. 
They look grand, but it 
is the grandeur of a past 
age which they display. 
The taste seems to have 
attained a height beyond 
which it has no longer 
the power or the desire 
to ascend. Hence, with 
all that is imposing, 
there prevails much 
which makes the heart 
sad. The activity which 
portrays the happiness 
of a nation is not repre- 
sented. The opportu- 
nities afforded for amuse- 
ment do not assure us 
that the stability is real. 
The capital seems quiet, 
but the very stateliness 
of the repose convinces 
us that it is induced by 
artificial causes, and is 
wanting in those ele- 
ments which alone could 
render it enduring.”

HER MAJESTY’S THEATRE, 

On Tuesday was produced the ‘ Attila’ of Verdi, 
and, if we may judge from the applause throughout 
the performance, it would appear to be by far the most 
successful of the compositions of the maestro that has 
hitherto been submitted to English cognoscentt, In 
truth, there is an originality, brilliancy, and freshness 
in the instrumentation which probably has not its 
equal in the works of the composer ; and there is also 
a charming vein of melody occasionally indulged in 
which thrills to the “heart of hearts,” ‘The storm at 
dawn, with its crescendo up to the burst at sunrise, 1s 
magnificent and quite Beethovenish i, and the aria of 
Foresto, “ Killa in poter del Barbaro, _ truly a pathetic 
and glorious chant. Mile. Cruvelli’s ‘*Noi donne 
[taliche”’ quite thrilled the house, as well also as the 
*O! nel fuggente nuvolo,” with its magical accom- 
paniment of wind instruments, harp, oboe, and flute. 

Beletti sustained his high and classically-artistic 
reputation in Attila, and was enthusiastically ap- 
Plauded. One of the gems of the evening was the ex- 
quisite romanza, “Che non avrebbe il misero,” sung 

¥ Gardoni, if we may say so while dreaming over the 
duet, Ot’ ihebbria nell’ amplesso,” sung by Cruvelli 


and Gardoni, and loudly encored. 
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Mr. Balfe was a true sovereign in the orchestra— 
which went like ‘‘one man’”—with infinite delicacy, 
firmness, energy, The scenery and dresses are superb, 
All the principal vocalists were loudly called for, and 
made their appearance before the curtain, 

We give the plot nearly word for word from a cri: 
tical contemporary :—The scene of this lyric drama is 
placed principally at Aquileia; a Roman colony on the 
Adriatic, which, from its grandeur, was honoured by 
the ancients with the appellation of Roma Se- 
éunda.”’ Attila, having overcome and devastated this 
great city, amidst his rejoicings after the event, is 
surprised by the appearance of a band of Aquileian 

by Odabella, daughter of the Lord of 
Aquileia, who has been killed in the battle. She de- 
fies the conqueror, who, touched by her beauty and 
her courage, asks what boon he can confer on her. 
She replies, ‘ A sword,” and he gives his own. The 
object of Odabella is to enact towards Attila the 
scourge of her country, the part of Judith towards 
Holofernes, and avenge her father and her country- 
men. But when the moment of execution comes'she 
hesitates, and remains in the barbarian camp, the 
object of Adtila’s admiration. When her lover, Fo- 
resto, the chief of the remaining Aquileians, and 
Enzio, the leader of the defeated Romans, reappear— 
the one disguised, the other feigning treachery to 
his imperial master—they compass the means of 
poisoning Attila at a feast, and o assailing his camp 
in the confusion of the hour; Odabella, at the very 
moment of the catastrophe, is touched with pity, and 
saves the life of the tyrant of her eee Attila 
now insists on sharing his throne with Odabella ; but 
hardly are the nuptial rites celebrated than Foresto 
finds means of penetrating once more into the camp, 
and upbraids Odabella with her perfidy and her for- 
getfulness of all her vows and duties, At the thought 
of the wrongs of her lover, her father, and her country, 
her heart is steeled to the execution of her first re- 
solve of vengeance, and she stabs Attila to the heart.

tained, and a wholesome watchfulness will often 
rotect the infant from any infliction of the kind. 
ut there are other causes more insidious in their 
operation, and of these a most fruitful source is im- 
roper diet. Convulsions frequently follow over- 
indulgence in unripe fruit or heavy pastry. Obser- 
vation has also proved that scrofulous constitutions 
predispose children exceedingly to such attacks, 

In difficult dentition we have already com- 
mented upon the great and immediate benefit 
derived from the warm bath and the free use of 
the gum-lancet ; but where these may be required 
we presume proper medical advice will be obtained, 
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and our remarks, accordingly, chiefly apply 
to the management of infants in whom con- 
vulsions may be apprehended, but who have 
not exhibited such indications of ill health as 
to demand medical care and attendance. Our 
interference in such cases is most legitimate ; 
for let it be always borne in mind thata child 
seldom recovers from these attacks unless the 
progres of the disease has been interrupted 
y timely precautions and judicious care. 

The first symptoms of an approaching at- 
tack are best observed during sleep, Twitch- 
ing of the muscles of the face, starting, or 
moaning, should at once determine a course 
of domestic medicine. indigent may alee 
be safely assumed to be the cause ; and the 
character of the food and the condition of 
the bowels should be immediately attended 
to, Itis the neglect of these important points 
which makes dentition dangerous, otherwise 
a very natural and healthy process. 

In this early stage, however, the evil is 
easily remedied if all chances of irritating 
causes entering the system are carefully 
avoided. And, among these, none require 
more special mention here than the use of 
quack medicines, which in no case, with 
whatever recommendation they come, ought 
to be administered. These are merely pal- 
liative, and only relieve the symptoms tem- 
porarily ; and we have frequently witnessed 
the fatal consequences of a dependence being 
placed upon such poisons as fit drops, soot 
drops, assafoctida, and similarly styled infant 
preservatives, even after having been actually 
given with apparent benefit for two months 
or more. How much more simple is the 
course, on the appearance of the primary 
symptoms, at once to change the breast, if 
the character of the milk a/one can be sup- 
posed to disagree with the child, If consti- 
pation has been thereby induced, a young 
nurse’s or ass’s milk frequently obviates it ; 
or, night and morning, a full enema of warm 
water may be given, and will effectually re- 
lieve the bowels. The opposite condition, or 
diarrhea, which sometimes exists, is a more serious 
symptom, Ten or even twenty green and watery 
evacuations may occur in the course of the day, 
and the infant rapidly loses both strength and flesh, 
In such cases the best advice is to send immediately 
for the family medical attendant, for medicines most 
dangerous in ignorant hands will be required to 
remove the causes of the intestinal irritation, and 
soothe the general system. But, in those sudden 
attacks of convulsions which, without any ap- 
parent cause or previous intimation of disorder, 
will sometimes occur in children, the following 
remarks may be found useful. 

It has been observed that the fits commonly 
take place after a full meal; sometimes, however, 
following immediately upon waking from sleep, 
though previously the child had been lying in a 
most tranquil state, Without any warning, in 
fact, the child is suddenly seized with a spasmodic 
inspiration, endeavouring, but only partially and 
with great difficulty, to fill the chest. Between 
each attempt a squeaking noise is often made, the 
eyes stare, and the little patient is evidently in 
great distress. If the fit continues long the face 
and extremities beome purple, the head is thrown 
back, and the body is strongly bent, and fixed in 
that position, The paroxysm terminates with a 
sudden and strong expiration, followed by a fit of 
crying, and the child then falls asleep. Tt some- 
times happens that a child dics under these cir- 
cumstances, The treatment to be adopted until 
the arrival of proper assistance is the warm bath 
and the application of refrigerants to the head. 
Let the hair be removed by the scissors, and vinegar 
and water employed in the way of lotion. Ice, if 
convenient, may be employed, or cold water be 
poured over the head from a jug in a thin stream 
and at some height; coolness of the scalp and 
fulness and shrinking of the features are indica- 
tions of a sufficient application of these remedies. 
To equalize the circulation the warm bath is o 
great service, and should be always used. e

Spatn.—The journals of Madrid of the 4th inst. have 
been received. The bill for the suspension of the 
constit.tion had been adopted by a majority of 161 

ainst 54. 

#0  WITZERLAND,—The utmost joy prevailed in Swit- 
zerland at the news of the Republic in France. 

Late advices state that a loan of 3,200,000 Swiss 
francs is to be negotiated. : he 

Betatum.—King Leopold has given his Ministers 
full permission to make any proposition to him which 
they might think adyantageous for Belgium, and his 
Majesty is prepared for any event that may occur. 
It is to be hoped this liberal concession will not be 
misused. 

HOoLLann,—-At the Hague, in the States General of 
Holland, the president stated that he had to lay before 
it a royal message, comprising twenty-seven bills, for 
a revision of the fundamental law ordered to be 
printed and referred to the sections. During man 
years a reform of the above law has been loudly de- 
manded by the country, and by great numbers in the 
Second Chamber. The war levy of 1848 will be called 
out, and the levies of 1843 and 1844 will continue to 
form the reserve. The Prince of Orange will take the 
command of the army. 

Prussta.—The King of Prussia has proclaimed the 
freedom of the press throughout his dominions. It is 
well known that he was long inclined to make that 
concession, but his desire was vehemently opposed by 
Austria, Numerous citizens of Berlin have forwarded 
addresses to the civic authorities, urging them to take 
steps for establishing an armed body of citizens for the 
preservation of order, and for ameliorating the con- 
dition of the working classes, 

GERMANY.—In consequence of the recent con- 
cessions, many of the German cities have been bril- 
liantly illuminated. 

Bapgen.—In the Grand Duchy of Baden some 
disturbances have taken place, Brisgan holng. the 
theatre of hostile demonstrations against the Jews. 
Mulheim and Emmendingen especially were the 
scenes of these disorders, 

An important piece of intelligence has been rey 
ceived from Wiesbaden. The Grand Duke has put 
himself at the head of the movement (spitze der Be- 
toegung), and has urged that steps be taken for form- 
ing a German Parliament. 

AVARIA,.—Intelligence from Munich states that a 
proclamation had been issued, signed by the King 
and the Ministers, in which a promise is made that 


the reforms demanded by the people will be presented : 


as projects of law in the assembled states, 
of the press is now granted in Bavaria. 

HANOVER,—It appears that the King of Hanover 
has forwarded anew a protest to the Germanie Diet 
against the incorporation of the ‘ Danish” duchies 
with Denmark Proper. 

A peaceful revolution has been accomplished in the 
little principality of Hohenzollern Sigmaringhen, Al) 
the demands of the people for fundamental yeforms 
were complied with, and the Bavarian and Prussian 
officers sent out of the country. 

The demand for free constitutions which has been 
stuck up in several towns in the Rhenish provinces 
attests the movement of ideas which now animates the 
population, 

AvstTRIA.—In Vienna, a report having been cir- 
culated that the National Bank, owing to political 
events, would not pay its notes in specie according to 
their nominal value, the official Gazette has declared 
that report to be unfounded. Immense sums of 
money have been conveyed under military escort 
through Salzburg for the Austrian army in Italy. 
The step taken by the Hungarian Chambers, on the 
3rd inst., has caused the greatest alarm throughout 
the Imperial Sh a It shows already what may be 
expected from freedom of the press, “The lightning 
has fallen from Paris in Austria. That its con- 
sequences would be felt was foreseen; but the news 
from France has been cast in the shade by news 
from Presburg. The journals containing the resolution 
of the Hungarian Diet were read with amazement in 
the coffee-houses at Vienna, Archduke Stephen 
came thither to demand instruction how to act. 
Hither the reform must be granted, and the old 
edifice fall in ruins; or the Hungarian States must be 
dissolved, and the country be thus given up to the 
greatest agitation. Such was the alternative. The 
old and stationary policy of Austria is impossible, 
The Imperial Family is ina state of disunion, The 
regent Archduke Luc wig is opposed to all concession.
